Mrs. Amelia H. Jones Institutes Suit 
Ag-ainst W. C. Jones for 
Divorce. 


Mr. Jones stipulated to keep from 
drinking, and his wife returned to 
him. 
Later the couple again sep­ 
arated, the wife alleging that her 
husband did cot keep his part of 
the agreement. 
Seven 
children 
were 
born of 
the thirty years of married life, 
three of whom are minors. 
These 
Mrs. Jones asks to have given in 
her custody. 
Also that the court 
allow her $500 temporary alimony 
and suit money, and if a decree is 
granted, permanent alimony. 
She 
asks that the 
defendant 
be 
en­ 
joined from selling, disposing or 
m ortgagicg any property he may 
possess. 


The great and rapidly increasing 
Jones family seems to be right in 
the front of the procession when it 
comes to lawsuits. 
T w o persons of that distinguished 
name instituted suits in the Pettis 
county 
circuit 
court 
Saturday, 
which are of more than ordinary 
interest. 
John H. Jones, a former M is­ 
souri, 
Kansas 
and 
Texas 
rail­ 
w ay brakeman, who was recently 
fired, commenced legal proceedings 
through his attorneys, Cashman & 
Bohling, to get $15,000 damages 
from the Cannon D ry Goods Co. 
and E . C . W hite, the collector. 
T h e whole trouble arose over a 
little bill of $6.88 and a garnish­ 
ment 
for 
that 
amount. 
Almost 
similar grounds, it will be remem­ 
bered, caused a suit to be brought 
Friday for $10,000 against Dr. H. 
B. Cole by Joe Cunningham. 
The plaintiff in the suit says that 
prior to the 14th of July, 1902, he 
was in the employ of the M ., K . & 
T . as brakeman, and had estab­ 
lished a “ good reputation with his 
employers 
for competency, 
dili­ 
gence and honesty,” and that on 
that date he had the good wishes 
of his superiors and stood in line 
for promotion. 
It was about this time that Mr. 
Jones’ troubles 
began. 
He 
was 
adjudged a bankrupt in the United 
States court, w iping out his debts, 
and among them was a small bill 
of $6.88 which he owed to 
the 
Cannon D ry Goods company. 
Notwithstanding this fact, and 
in spite of the well known law 
that the head of a family cannot be 
garnisheed out of his last thirty 
days’ wages, the petition relates 
that the railway company was gar­ 
nisheed for tbe amount of the bill. 
T he result was, Mr. Jones said, 
that he was discharged and black­ 
listed on the roads in the United 
States, and cannot in future secure 
employment 
in 
his chosen 
life 
work of railroading. 
The suit 
was brought 
in the 
justice court of Jarvis Blume, of 
Chicago, III., in the name of the 
Cannon D ry Goods Co., for the 
use of Frank Rogers. 
Jones alleges that the garnish­ 
ment 
proceedings 
were 
brought 
designedly 
and 
maliciously 
and 
w ith the sole purpose of securing 
the plaintiff’s discharge from his 
employment.
